In order to arrive at a proper under- 
standing of this matter, it is necessary 
to know that the silver price of cotton 
and wheat in India as measured by the 
rupee is practically the same os in 1873. 

Silver being the standard in India 
has, therefore, not depreciated in tl at 
country. 

The same principle holds good in 
South America, as wool and hides wire 
purchased on the silver basis. 

In 1873, and before the fall in silver, 
the gold sovereign could only purctu se 
In exchange ten silver rupees. Con 
quently the gold sovereign con Id tot 
purchase any more wheat and cot- 
ton in India than could be purchased 
for ten silver rupees. Therefore. just 
in proportion, ns more silver could be 
“tucked” into a gold sovereign, so much 
more Indian wheat nnd cotton could lie 
purchased with the sovereign. 

In 1373, and for some time after, a 
gold sovereign could purchase only 
about four bushels of Indian wheat t e- 
livered at Liverpool; but for mmy 
years, owing to the cheapness of sil- 
ver, the Liverpool wheat buyer has 
been able to e penM?nge hisgold tor cheap 
silver, and

The result of this fall in the price of 
silver was at once to cause a correspon cl- 
ing fall in the agricultural products 
nnd the land of Great Britain, Australia, 
Canada and the United States. It a'-o 
caused a fall in the price of such other 
kinds of real estate ns ore situated n 
the agricultural districts of those coun- 
tries. the loss entailed being various y 
estimated at from £ 300.000,000 to £ 500,- 
000 , 000 . 

Gilt-edged securities have not of 
f'ourse depreciated in value, though 
there has been a great loss by the 
liquidation with the lesser grades of 
gold securities. 

If silver should be restored to i s 
former position it would then Ik* at per 
with gold, nnd the importer of grain 
would not then be able to buy silver 
cheap with which to exchange for the 
products of the silver standard coun- 
tries, which would result in raising the 
price of the leading agricultural prod- 
ucts to the normal price. The British 
nnd European markets havirg to pat- 
more, those who produce would, of 
course, get more. 

The United States has been the chief 
sinner. It has done the real injury ty 
silver; so you must remonetize it before 
you get nny substantial cooperatioo 
in this country. England is certainly 
not going to pull your chestnuts out 
of the fire, nnd things move too slot/ 
here for you to place any de|<endene? 
upon England until you have first re- 
stored the. law to the status r.nte 187', 
nnd come here with clean hands and a 
substantial case. 

England will take no responsibility 
whatever in leading the way either 
jointly or otherwise; so if anything i* 
to Vie done for the restoration of silver 
to the position it ought to occupy, the 
amelioration of prices and the saving 
of the debtor, it is for the United State ; 
alone to lead. The rest will soon follow.

Without some snc.h relief as free coin- 
age would afford, we can sec no hojie 
for agriculture in the west, and until 
It enjoys a 1 righter outlook there can 
be no hope for increhauts, manufactur- 
ers, or working people.- — Detroit Trib- 
une.

This is a very moderate esti- 
mate, btrt this would bo at the rate of 
$10,000 a year, or $30 a day, nnd allow- 
ing the highest wages, the actual cost 
to the man who ultimately receives it 
would net exceed 17 cents on the dol- 
lar, 

AH that has been said concerning the 
“intrinsic value" of gold or the “cost 
of production,” is equally true of silver 
nnd other metals. It so happens by a 
uniform custom among eight or ien 
leading nat ; - ..s of the world that gold 
is treated ns money by weight, as well 
os its face value in all; while silver, hav- 
ing been demonetized in all these coun- 
tries, is- not regarded as “money” out- 
side of the nation which uses it, bull 
treated- ns a commodity, quoting it on 
the stock exchange precisely as grain 
is quoted. 

Under these circumstances, there- 
fore, silver will only bring its com- 
modity price, which is largely deter- 
mined by the cost of production and the 
demand therefor, while gold is main- 
tained at its "face value" without ro- 
gnrd to its increased production nnd 
lessened cost of production, or “intrin- 
sic" va hie.— Seattle Times.

Ungland Will Never Help tl.^ 

State* to Remonetise Silver. 

We invite, the attention of our friends, 
who proj>ose to wait for an inter- 
national ngreeruent in-fore restoring sil- 
ver, to the utterance of the London 
Times. It says: “England does not 

want it, and we do not believe Amer- 
icans who arc using this argument for 
political purposes want it, either.... 
But if America remonetizes silver Eng- 
land may lie forced to make some such 
compromise.” 

England not only does not. want bi- 
metallism, which everyone knows, tint 
she does not want any international 
agreement. She prefers to stand w ith 
knife in hand ami exact her pound of 
fh-sh. 

The liest authority for public senti- 
m* at. and that especially of tlve money 
power of Great Britain, admits that the 
United States may alone remonetize sil- 
ver. and, what isst 'H more . ignifiennt. 
admits that England may thus be 
"forced” to do the same. 

There are plenty of timid souls — es- 
pecially in the merchant and banking 
classes of our citizens, who say; “Oh, 
the United States could never do it 
alone. The money powers of England 
and Europe would crush us out. We 
would lie ruined. During the revolu- 
tionary war there was a timid class who 
said we could never stand alone. They 
became sycophant- tories. But those 
who have espoused the great cause of 
the jieople to-day have the courage of 
their convictions, and propose, as fore- 
seen by the Times, “to force” England, 
or rather that fraction of England, 
which seifishly clings to the single gold 
standard, hack to the bimetallism which 
her money lenders had forced h<*r to 
abandon. The force will be that which 
comes from reason and intelligent self- 
interest. Tt. will restore the mctietary 
system approved by the best political 
economists of Europe and desired by a 
large majority of the masses of the 
people.

WISCONSIN BOLTOCRATS,

An Incident Which Show* Up the 
Strength of the Goldbng*. 

Here is a significant straw from Wis- 
consin which well illustrates the weak- 
ness of the goldbug*democrats. Wis- 
consin has the reputation of being the 
state where there is the largest number 
of goldbug democrats. It is the home 
of that venerable irreconcilable, Gen. 
Bragg. It had an anti-silver delegation 
in the Chicago convention, and it was 
expected to keep up the fight. 

The election law of Wisconsin, like 
that of Louisiana, requires 1,000 signa- 
tures to enable the goldbug democratic 
ticket to be put cn the official ballot. 
The goklbugs have been working on a 
list for weeks, but have been unable to 
get the 1,000 signatures. They could 
not get over COO, and were in despair, 
and finally turned the list overtoClinir- 
man Usher, of the republican state cen- 
tral committee. 

“What!” he exclaimed, so aays that 
stalwart goldbug paper, the Chicago 
Record, “are these all the names you can 
get?” He was informed that it was 
very hard work to get democrats tosigu, 
that thc state had Wen canvassed, and 
it seemed impossible to get more signa- 
tures. 

“Every republican can sign that,” re- 
plied the chairman. “Hustle, and get 
some republican signatures. They will 
do as well.” •' 

It is probable that the Wisconsin gold- 
bugs will get enough signatures to place 
their ticket on the official ballot, but it 
will only be with republican assistance. 
It shows that thc goldbugdemoernts de- 
pend mainly on the republicans for 
strength, that they are merely a repub- 
lican side show, and a very weak one at 
that, when after weeks of work in thc 
great “sound money” state of Wiscon- 
sin, as they like to call it, they can get 
only 600 signatures to the'.- petition for 
representation at the election.

The demonetizing act of our congress 
in 1873, followed by the action of Ger- 
many, France, Italy, Austria, Russia, 
Belgium and other countries, had the 
effect of cutting the $(.,((00,000,000, 
which at Hint time was the world’s vol- 
ume of money, in halves and throwing 
one-half away. Silver was discarded as 
a measure of values and the duty 
thrown or. gold. As a result prices, the 
world over, have fallen nhout 50 ]ier 
cent. The purchasing jkjvvci of gold 
has increased to that extent. Bonds 
and other forms of invested wealth, on 
which thc principal and interest are 
payable in gold, have increased in 
values, and it is the onlv s]*ee(es of 
property that has increased. The fact 
that much silver has been coined and 
put in circulation does not count, be- 
cause its original function ns a measure 
of values has N-en taken away. S’lvcr 
is merely secondary money; it is no 
longer :i unit of values, and. like the 
greenback, l.as to lean upon gold as rc- 
dt n.pt ion money. — Pittsburgh Post. 



this without touching the $100,000,000 
lawful gold reserve. You know we never 
have to issue bonds until we lower this 
reserve. So that the idea of the tariff 
being the cause was a mistake. Then 
what did cause the recent bond issues, 
aggregating $262,300,000? This great 
question is solved in the United States 
treasury department circular 123, bot- 
tom page 52. It says, in substance, that 
during the fiscal years 1S93-C treasury 
notes and United S'ates notes amount- 
ing in all to about $400,000,000 were pre- 
sented at the United States treasury 
and payment in gold demanded, nnd 
that they were so redeemed. This it 
was that robbed the treasury of its gold 
reserve, causing the bond issues, and 
not the depletion by the new tariff laws. 
If the silver party had been in power it 
would have taken advantage of its 
rights under the contract and redeemed 
those notes with standard silver dollars 
worth 100 cents each, or else those notes 
would have gone unredeemed. This act 
would have lessened our present in- 
debtedness $262,300,000 nnd saved an 
annual interest on the same of $13,000,- 
ooo. Had this amount of interest been 
expended on public works it would have 
made times better, and in the channels 
of trade in the course of n year it would 
have [laid off easily $500,000,000 of indi- 
vidual indebtedness. This $13,000,(00 Is 
nearly one-third the amount put in 
circulation annually under the Sherman 
law of 1890. — F. E. Evans, in Chicago 
Record.

It Is the Legal Tender Oaalitv That

Several correspondents luive ad- 
dressed the Herald in reference to the 
question whether silver dollars and sil- 
ver certificates are redeemable in gold 
or not.

An Kxperlenced London I'lr.ancler Sums 
Up the Situation. 

It is with the greatest intorest that 
I have read the discussion of the silver 
question in the Record, says F. C. Beck- 
with, of London, and it 1ms occurred to 
me that it might be of some interest 
to readers to have the views of one who 
has had the financial exi>eric.ice of 15 
years within a stone's throw of I-om- 
bard street. 

Il appears that you Americans were 
awakened lo find that silver iiud been 
“demonetized,” and that ever since you 
have been in a turmoil of debate and 
Inquiry to ascertain how it was duuo 
end what consequences result from the 
said demonetizat-on. That silver was 
stricken down for a purpose there is 
no question. Ilad there been no pur- 
pose for so doing t here w ould have been 
no opposition to the restoration of tiic 
free coinage laws us they existed previ- 
ous to 1873. 

There were several reasons for the 
prohibition of thc free coinage of sil- 
ver. thereby shifting t.he debts of the 
country from the double standard to 
the single gold standard, and one of 
the clijef of these was to enable the 
exchange dealers to have a steady und 
profitable exchange on the silver stand- 
ard countries with a falling market. 

Another purpose was to cheapen ’he 
securities of the silver countries as 
measured by gold, this class of securi- 
ties nlone having, ns a consequence of 
the fat! of the gold price of silver, de- 
preciated over £200,000,000. 

To create competition in the price of 
cotton, hides and other products, thus 
enabling this and other European coun- 
tries to get cheap foodstuff's and raw 
material, was also another principal 
purpose for bringing about the fal! in 
the price of silver ps measured by gold. 

The method by which thc prices of 
raw materials were cheapened was -to 
get, quotations from India cn wheat 
and cotton, and thereby regulating the 
price of the American product in Liver- 
pool. The dealers would also get quota- 
tions for hides and wool from South 
tbat moment America and thereby regulate tbepricj

1 
He placed Jt on deposit In the Illinois 
trust and savings bank. Reeen-ly the 
widow became alarmed by the state- 
ment of the Chicago press that if Bryan 
should win bank deposits world be 
paid in 53-eent dollars, and asked her 
pastor to withdraw the gold from the 
book and place it in a safety deposit 
vault, 

nm following day Farther Kelley 
went to tbe bank, and, after explaining 
the circumstances, presented theorig- 
tral deposit slip for the $500. The cash- 
ier refused to pay in gold. Father Kel- 
ley was astonished. 

“I deposited this in gold, and I de- 
mand gold in return,” said the in- 
dignant churchman. 

The cashier smiled blandly and said 
it was against the rule of the bank to 
pay out gold. He handed out $400 in 
silver certificates and $40 in currency. 
He positively refused to give bank 
notes or any money directly redeem- 
able in gold. 

Father Kelley, holding the moiey in 
his hand, went to the private ofiiee of 
John J. Mitchell, president of the bank, 
and, being well known, was adnitted. 
He explained what had occurred sup- 
posing, of course, that the wrong 
would be rectified. 

“YYe are not paying out gold and 1 
can make no exception to the rule,” 
•aid President Mitchell, firmly. 

“Do you mean to tell me that this 
•woman cannot have bock the gol 1 she 
intrusted in your keeping?” demanded 
Father Keliey. 

“The money you have in your hi nd is 
ail right,” was the evasive reply c>f the 
now uneasy millionaire. 

“That is not what you and people of 
your class are telling the country,” said 
Father Kelley, his voice trembling with 
indignation. “You soy that these filver 
certificates represent coin which his nn 
intrinsic value of but S3 cents to th ; dol- 
lar as compared with gold, and that if 
Bryan is elected it will take two f liver 
dollars to equal the purchasing power 
of one gold dollar.

Pale with excitement nod anger Fa- 
ther Kelley turned his back on the bank 
president and went away with his s lver 
certificates.

Lodged in the vaults of the Hli- 
nois trust and savings bonk was not less 
than $2,000,000 of the yellow gold. It is 
being hoarded to buy bonds with if Mc-

financial editor of one of the Chicago pa- 
pers as saying that “the cashier sup- 
posed Father Kelley wanted the gold 
for the purpose of hoording, and that 
they did not pay out gold to such per- 
sons.”

Xoone would 
bring silver here to be coined from vny 
foreign country, because tbe price in 
the foreign country would he the stune 
as that here, less, perhaps, charges of 
tr.in«|>ortation. etc. Besides this, no 
foreign coin would come here to be re- 
coined. lx-emise in most countries their 
ratio is higher than one to sixteen, and 
hence there wonld be a loss in bringing 
it here to be coined.

Both were officers 
under General John Morgan, the 
Confederate raider, and wbre with 
him when he invaded Indiana and 
Ohio. To determine the actual dis- 
tance they covered on that day, July 
14, 1893 they journeyed to Clinton, 
Ind., a small hamlet near Sunman, 
Ind., where the start was made by 
Morgan and his men. 

Picking up the trail at this point 
Colonel Young and Captain Castle- 
man secured a good team of horses 
and started over the circuitous route 
over which they had followed Gen- 
eral Morgan more than 33 years ago. 
From Clinton the route led into Ohio 
via Harrison, and thence to Glendale, 
Sbaronville and Camp Dennison, 
ending at Williamsburg, Ohio. The 
men drove through the country in 
two days. It took Morgan just 22 
hours, counting a rest of tour hours 
at Mt. Repose, to come the distance, 
which is 90 miles. This establishes 
the fact beyond a doubt that Mor- 
gan’s memorable raid was the great 
cavalry achievement of its kind in 
the history of this country.— Cincin- 
nati Commercial.
